Saving always to the KIN G's moſt Excellent Majzsty, his 
Heirs and Succeſſors, and to all and every Perſon and Perſons, Bodies 
Politick and Corporate, his, her, and their Heirs, Succeſſors, Executors, 
and Adminiſtrators (Other than and except the faid Thomas Rawſtorn, 
and the Firſt and other Sons of his Body begotten, or to be begotten, 
and the Heirs Male of the Body and Bodies of ſuch Son and Sons; and 
fill and every the Daughter and Daughters of the Body of the ſaid Thomas 
Rawſtorn, begotten, born, or to be born, and the Heirs of their reſpective 
Bodies; and except the ſaid Sarah Arrowſmith, and the ſaid Edward 
Rawſtorn, and his Heirs and Aſſigns; and all and every other Perſon and 
Perſons claiming, or to claim, any Eſtate, Uſe, Truſt, Right, Title, Property, 
Benefit, or Intereſt, of, in, to, or out of, the ſaid Manor and Premiſes, veſted 
by this Act, every or any Part thereof, by virtue of or under the ſaid re- 
cited Will of the faid William Rawſtorn the Teſtator), All ſuch Eſtate, 
Right, Title, Intereſt, Claims, and Demands whatſoever, of, in, to, or 
out of, the Premiſes hereby veſted, every or any Part thereof, as they, 
every or any of them, had before rhe Paſſing of this Act, or could or 
might have had and enjoyed, in caſe this Act had not been made. 
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
